jcontsin bitter articles on . the 


recent debate in the Prassiac 
Diet, explanations of the retire- 
ment of the Bsrstian Miniaters of 


the Interior and of War respec-|. 


tively ss admitiedly ‘due to food 
control squabble: roports of the 
argent deminds fur the inoresse 
of war allowances to officials of 
all sorts, and. some striking 
general articles. ‘ 

The “Berliner Tageblatt oime 
out with an.article invistiag that 
the Auxilisry Service Law, which 
secares the supply of muaitions, 
muet be followed by’ a War 
Natrition Lew tow care the sap- 
ply of bread. The writer is 
allowed to talk as follows :— 


’ “After the experience of six; 


months itis hardly possible to 
imagine that the Wer Natrition 
Office is capable of performing ite 
task any better iu the future than 
im the past. On the contrary, it 
looks aa if the longer the War 
Natrition Office continues. its 
fanctions, the’ less qaslified it is 
for its activities, Of courée, 
one must gaard against an 
exaggerated pessimiem.

food difficulties for the great mass 
of the people have increased con- 
siderably in the coarse of the 
Ingt six monthe,

reduosd in Berlin to Glb. a week, 
and that 8 general reduction of 
the daily ration to {Ib. will take 
place on January Ll?

Ub.) s week cin in many cases 
only be obtained with dificulty ?

Every pow and 
then the War Natrition Office 
iesues aconeolingcommuanication, 
bat generally the words are not 
followed by deeda, Oo the other 
hand, it is one’s almost daily 
experience thst foodataffs which 
hitherto could be obtained have 
vanished from tbe market, And 
all that can etill bs bought coate 
impossible prices, One need only 
think of the horrible price 
demanded for — frait, for 
coal, and for oniore. Tho 
so-called mazimam prices are 
screwed ‘up ever higher and 
higher; this seema now to be the 
case with Sauerkrant. Wa’ ere 
now offered the pleasing proapeot 
of an iscrease ia the price of 
sager, When tw all this ons adds 
the export’ vetoes, which were lu 
have been suspended long ago, 
while in reality freeh vetoes are 
constantly being added, one gets 
the fatal improssion of perfect 
oonfasion.” 

Tha Tageblate article then goes 
on to demand the setting up of 
real control ‘for the whole Em.

per for the collection, The second 
way to help is by subscriptions.

H. G. H. Griffith will, both ter- 
minate within the next thir. 
teen months.’ It is now nearty 
five yerrs since the former gave 
up the valuable living of Iping in 
Sussex to come out here, and esr- 
ly next year it will be three yosrs’ 
since. Mr Griffith gave up a cur- 
acy in Wales to come out here ax 
assistant Chaplain. The new 
Church Body will have the rca- 
ponsibility of making new agree- 
ments with ‘these gentlemen, or 
forming other plans for the carry- 
fog on of the work of tho Church.

H does not necessarily fill Churches, 
There are pew rented Churches 
that sare crowded for every ser- 
vice and there are free Churches 
that are practically empty. But 
on the other hand, if Jetting sit- 
tings causes them to be left un- 
occupied because tenants of them 
fail to recognise their responsibill- 
ty to have them used-at every: 
service, the system may be. 
doicg more harm to the Chur- 
ch than the money does good. 
And in my opinion to have all 
seats free in our places of worship 
is more in accordance with the 
teaching of the New Testament, 
There is one other matter 
connected with the-accounts to 
which I should like to refer; it is 
with regard to the special collec- 
tions, The Church Body fiad it 
necessary to deduct fram almost 
all these special collections a con-

In proposing “That this meet- 
ing of seatholders aud subscribers 
requests the Church ‘Body not to 
ler any new sitting, and to invite 
@ach | registered seatholder to 
tesign his or her sitting, and to 
contribute a sum not less than the 
rent of such sitting: year by year 
year to the Cathedral 
Funds: every sitting so resigned 
to become a Free ‘Sost,”’ 
Mr. Claud Severn said that the 
question of whether the seats in 
the Cathedral should be free hed 
excited some amount of interest, 
and he had dis¢usscd the matter 
with several metnbers of the con- 
gregation. In-view of that interest 
he had, with the help of Mr Bow- 
ley, formulated this resolution. 
Having reviewed the history of 
the ohurch so far as the rights of 
seatholders were concerned, Mr. 
Severn said he was not going to 
argue the. broad question of whe- 
ther it was better that they should 
have froe seats in: churches or 
rented pews, but would like to 
deal practically with the matter 
ashe had observed it during. his’ 
stay of five years in the Colouy. 
His experience was that although 
seatholders to a great extent 
occupied their seats at the morn- 
ing service they did not do so to 
any extent in the evening, and 
whilet thero.might to very. good 
reasons for that, the effect was 
that there were about only twelve 
persousin the first seven pews, 
whilst the back of the church was 
fairly well’ filled. It was dia- 
couraging to the preacher to have 
empty ws in. front of him 
end it also prevented many 
peaple who liked. front seats 
from having them, becsuwe of the 
regulations of the church. He had 
no intention cf pressing his 
resolution, but had brought it 
forward so that the matter might 
be diecussed. He thought they 
might vote to see whether 
seatholders would be willing to 
let their seats be free five minutes 
before the eveniog service com- 
menced, so that’ empty seats 
might be filled by people who 
would otherwise have to beat the 


back of the church, In the present }- 


circumstaroes he did. not. think 
they should make“any great 
differences atd‘abolish pew rents 
altogether, for that could ...be 
discussed when times were'more | 
opportune, but he did think the 
matter should be aired. . 
. The resolution was seconded by 
Dr. Earle, who reviewed the ad- 
vantages and disadvantages of 
the pew rent system. Ils advant- 
ages wore that the Cathedral had 
an sssured source of revenue, and 
that the individual always had the 
same seat, and need not arrive un- 
tiljust before the service com- 
merccd, The disadvantages were 
thet the seats were empty if the 
seatholders did not ccme, and 
that non-sest holders usually had 
to havea back stat, Ho objected 
to rented pews because he thought 
it introduced class distinction, and 
there should be no. such ‘thing 
among Christians. Of course that 
was Amore important matter at 
Home thax in Hongkong. If thay. 
warted:to make their church more 
effective they should abc'ish pew 
rents and so abolish social dis- 
tinction. It also suggested that 
they-were trafficking in spiritual 
comforts, and that wasa thing 
they hardly wanted todo. Ital- 
so made the church eppear like a 
house of entertainment, for {t was 
like buving a seat for s theatre. 
Mr Bowley said although it had 
fallen to his lot during the last 
two years to c lect the pew rente, 
be. agreed with tho proposer of: 
the motion that in principle the 
system of lottingseats ina Church 
was indefensible. It was a relic 
.of the feudal syslem when the 
squires and’ his dame with their 
numercus progeny occupied the 
principal or only pew in the 
Church fecing their vassals and 
the common people. It was entire- 
ly unsuited to this democratic age 
and eepecially so during the great 
worwhich had taughtthem thatall 
ther compatriote and Allies were 
brothers. It was uo-Christian as 
it was essentially selfish and, as 
he understood it, and the. Church 
pro-ched {*, unselfishness was the 
essence of Ohrinianity. He had

There were two classes 
of seatholders, individuals, who 
held soats in their own names, 
and companies and firms which 
took seats for their employees, 
The individuals would be able to 
to secure the seats to which they 
were accustomed by coming to 
Church a few ‘minutes earlier. 
The employees of firms would |, 
always find room in the Cathedral 
and if they arrived early 
they could easily secure 
the seats they might prefer. The 
firms would not be affected in aby 
way, the cbject of their subscrip- 
tion being, he imagined, to provi- 
de for the religious needs of their 
employees by ‘supporting the 
Churches with their ministers and 
officers. That object would be 
equally well attained whether the 
seals in the Churches were appro- 
priated or not. He hoped that 
this motion would bp adopted ina 
friendly spirit and that the Tres- 
surer might speedily receivo re- 
signations of all the appropriated 
seats together with cheques, for 
not less than the rents previously 
paid. | ‘, 

Professor Warren did not think, 
that renting pews was anti-demo- 
cratic, any more than.the renting 
of a house was. He preferred his 
own house and alo his own paw 
in Church. Todo away with the 
rents would makes great differ- 
ence (o the revenue, With regard 
to the allotment of seats he did 
not think there should be a flat 
charge. Applications should be 
made to the Secretary, ss vow, 
and jf aman could only afford to 
pay $1 he should only be charged 
that, whereas if a man could afford 
$50 he should cot mind paying it 
Atthe present time pews cou'd 
only be rented by people of some 
meane. : 

The Hon. Mr P. H. Holyoak 
thought that it would be very un- 
wise todo away with pew rents, 
because they wera practically the 
only ecdowment the church ‘had. 
It bad been suggested that people 
who now rented pows should give 
them up and give subscriptions, 
but he was.afraid thata decreased 
revenue wauld reault. If it-wero, 
decided ‘in the present oircum- 
atances.to do awsy with. pow 
rents it would be an ect of -posi- 
tive folly. He regretted the 
mention of class distinction, be-' 
cause he did not thiak for a mo- 
ment that. it existed in thoie 
church. It was true that certain 
individuals and Hongs held seats 
but that was only the result of 
their being -old residents .cf the 
Colony. They would alienate a 
considerable amount of sympsthy
